REPORT   OF   THE   TRUSTEES. 


Boston,  January  2,  1945. 

Hon.  Maurice  J.  Tobin, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1944. 

This  is  the  eighty-first  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sana- 
torium Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station.  The 
Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Public  Works  Department  since  May,  1938. 
The  West  Department  w^as  transferred  to  the  Public 
Works  Department,  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  1,  1944, 
by  election  of  Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  Secretary. 

Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin,  D.  M.  D.,  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1949. 
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Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Di\dsion,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $3,540,591.69.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,887,229  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $272,515.15  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $286,674.43  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $27,429.55  on  account  of  the 
East  Boston  Relief  Station,  and  $14,731.20  for  CiviHan 
Defense. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$81,370.41,  $78,115.59  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $1,627.41  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
and  $1,627.41  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $71,417.38,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures.  Of  the  $110,860.82  total  amount  spent 
on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department,  $55,430.41 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $55,430.41  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $19,706.76, 
$2,561.88  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $16,947.81 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $197.07  to  the 
South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  De- 
partment of  Immunology,  $5,954.54,  $59.54  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper,  $5,478.18  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  $416.82  to  the  South  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  CHnical  Laboratory, 
$61,478.27,  $57,174.79  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $4,303.48  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research, 
$15,300.37,  $7,650.18  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $7,650.19  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery, 
$7,889.81,  $1,104.57  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $6,785.24  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work, 
$62,272.34,  $41,099.75  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$20,549.87  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $622.72 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the^  amount  spent 
in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients,  $5,614.59, 
$5,333.86  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $280.73 
on  the  South  Department. 
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In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 
During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  except- 
ing  those    at   the    Sanatorium    Division,    the    sum    of 
$470,645.68.

Contracts. 

In  January,  1944,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  J.  J. 
Hurley  &  Company  in  the  sum  of  $1,918,  for  repairs  to 
Aerofin  coils  in  kitchen  and  cafeteria.  This  contract 
was  completed  and  accepted  on  January  14,  1944,  and 
final  payment  made  to  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Peter  Rossi  for  installation  of  Edison 
stand-by  service,  which  was  awarded  in  1943,  has  not 
as  yet  been  completed  and  accepted.  The  contract 
price  to  date,  including  additions  and  deductions,  is 
$30,271.17;  of  this  amount  $16,091.44  has  been  paid  to 
Mr.  Rossi,  leaving  a  balance  of  $14,179.73.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  this  contract  will  be  completed  early  in  1945. 

The  contract  of  the  Boston  Edison  Company  for 
installation  of  electric  service  in  connection  with  Mr. 
Rossi's  contract  is  awaiting  the  completion  and  accept- 
ance of  the  Rossi  contract. 

In  connection  with  the  Rossi  contract,  James  H. 
Ritchie  and  Associates  received  during  1944  $900  as 
architectural  fees  and  commission,  making  a  total  paid 
them  on  this  contract  $3,064.84. 

The  contract  of  the  Otis  Elevator  Company  for  fur- 
nishing Otis  service  to  elevators  in  the  sum  of  $11,820 
per  year,  said  service  to  continue  during  the  year  1945. 

On  October  27,  1944,  a  contract  was  awarded  to 
J.  J.  Hurley  &  Company  for  installation  of  boiler  feed 
pump  and  piping  in  boiler  house  in  the  sum  of  $1,240. 
This  contract  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and 
final  payment  made  to  contractor. 

On  July  25,  1944,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,985 
was  awarded  to  the  Boston  Screen  Company  for  in- 
stallation of  new  screens  and  repairs  to  old  ones. 
This  contract  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  made  to  contractor. 

On  July  25,  1944,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,695  was 
awarded  to  the  C.  &  G.  Contracting  Company  for 
painting  cafeteria  and  kitchen  building.  This  contract 
has  been  completed  and  final  payment  made  to 
contractor. 

During  the  year  1944,  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Asso- 
ciates were  authorized  by  the  Trustees  to  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  for  changes  in  Drown  House  and 
Linda  Richards  House.  The  sum  of  $977.56  was  paid 
to  the  architect  in  1944  for  this  service.  The  proposed 
work  was  to  have  been  paid  for  from  Government  funds 
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(F.  W.  A.)  but,  as  these  funds  were  not  granted  by  the 
Government,  it  was  necessary  to  at  least  temporarily 
suspend  the  work  involved. 

On  November  29,  1944,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $5,250 
was  awarded  to  John  F.  Shea  Company  for  pointing, 
waterproofing  and  caulking  connecting  corridors  and 
tunnels.  Due  to  weather  conditions  it  was  necessary 
to  delay  the  work  called  for  in  the  contract,  but  it  is 
expected  to  be  completed  early  in  the  spring  of  1945. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates,  Architects,  have 
already  received  the  sum  of  $315  as  their  commission  on 
the  above  contract. 

On  December  2,  1944,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,379 
was  awarded  to  Burgess  &  Blacher  for  new  roofing, 
sheet  metal  work  and  exterior  painting,  Thorndike 
Building.  It  is  expected  the  work  on  this  contract  will 
be  started  early  in  1945.  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Asso- 
ciates, Architects,  are  in  charge  of  the  work  to  be  done. 

On  December  4,  1944,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $6,969 
was  awarded  to  J.  W.  Fraught  Company  for  installation 
of  new  heating  mains  to  South  Department  and  Vose 
House,  and  new  returns  and  repairs  to  heating  system 
in  Drown  House.  Work  on  this  contract  will  be  started 
early  in  1945. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates,  Architects,  are  in 
charge  of  the  work  to  be  done. 

On  June  30,  1944,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,298 
was  awarded  to  Rich  Brothers  Construction  Company 
for  installation  of  a  fresh  air  system  for  Fenwal 
Laboratory. 

This  contract  was  somewhat  delayed  in  starting 
because  of  ''priorities,"  but  will  probably  be  completed 
early  in  1945. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates,  Architects,  are  in 
charge  of  the  work  and  have  already  been  paid  $137.88 
on  account  for  their  services. 

On  September  22,  1944,  the  Trustees  approved  the 
acceptance  of  a  bid  of  $689,  from  the  Rossano  Con- 
struction Company,  Inc.,  for  repairs  to  incinerator. 
Pathological  Building.  This  work  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  payment  made  to  contractor. 

Civilian  Defense. 
During  the  past  year  there  has  been  added  to  the 
Hospital  budget  the  amount  of  $14,731.20  for  Civilian 
Defense. 
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A.    Shuman   Memorial   Fund   for   Care   of   Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  1100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $53,791.98  has  been  added  to  January  1, 
1945,  making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$153,791.98.  During  the  year  1944  there  was  expended 
from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $3,467.33  for  care  of  con- 
valescent male  patients  at  various  nursing  homes. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 
The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1945,  $1,289,804.24  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
